Gentlemen, and Brethren, 


Have a Neceſſity, and aſſume the Liberty to ſalute 
you both under One Title, and in One Epiſtle, af- 
furing my ſelf, that I ſhall find no leſs meaſure of 
Candour and Love, than of Cenſure and Judgment from 
Jou both, I cannot fear but the Engliſh Nation, how- 
ever debauch'd the Age may be, affords a glorious Hoſt 
of right Spirited Men, who keep their My 
of true Honour and *Picty, and are alwayes ready with 
Conrage and Cheer to defeud the Rights of both, againſt 
that wile Scum of the boyling times, men who ſeek gain 
from infamy, from Infamy inherent in themſelves, and 
from ſpots of infumy which they itch to rub upon others, 
ejpecially on ſuch whoſe integrity is vital, and has an 
active Tnfluence, and renders every baje thing Odious. 
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I willingly take my refuge to you, that the world may 
know, how much I abhor the baſeneſs of a falſe Spirit. 
This I muſt do, not for my private right only, but for the 
richt of my Name, whereof I am chief in England (and 
Tthink it no whit degraded by my eMiniſtry, or by any 
Sufferings for it) which was never ſtain d with the leaſt 
ſpot of Dijioyalty or Diſhonour,. and jhall never be ſpotted 
by any Degeneracy of mine. . It has. been (ignaliz'd with 
20ſt Rozal marks of Honour, witneſs the Right hand in 
my Scutcheon with this Motto, Hac dextra Vindex Prin- 
cipis & Patriz, for which I have the *Broad Seal of 
England.; I Our late Soveraign's Warrs, My Father 
ſpent 4 cor(iderable Eſtate in raiſing forces for the Royal 
Atd, and the Remainder was ſo engaged, that 1 now ſuf- 
fer a total loſs of it yet I repent not, Lut readily ſpend 
my ſelf in his Majeſty's Service,in which I am moſt unwor- 
thily miſ-repreſented by ſome. I hazarded my life in three 
ſharp er gagements in Skip with the Earl of Oflory, who 
hononr'd 1e with his favour ever after, and Letters, and 
Title of his Chaplain, and by his Lordſhips commendation 
{ was placed in a wery beneficial portion of the Church in 
the {ind of Barbadoes, where I labour'd in the Indian 
Fires ſour zears, planted Conformity, fenced the Y1.4- 
hers, after many publick Combats, and bodily dangers, 
reduced hundreds to the Church, and return'd not t:il 
forced for want of pealth, relguing freely a living of three 
hundred per annum. For all which, { have the Teſti 
z0ny of Sir Jonathan Atkins is e Majeſty's moſt Vor- 
thy Governour there, and tis ever moſt Loyal and av- 
proved Aartialiſt, whoſe Chaplain T went. 

Smce my return, finding two Enemies of Church and 
State, Popery and Niſſention, I have moſt heartily a: 
[ilorioufly opposd beth, and that, as T am perſwaded, 


with 
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with the moſt proper means : and if any man, of whatſo- 
ever (1de, can #nform me better, I ſhall inſtantly embrace 
kis inſtru&ion, TI could never perſwade my ſelf, that rail- 
ing againſt Mr. Calvin, or againſt Geneva, or blowing 
out anger and Paſſion, and ſounding forth perſecution a- 
gainſt Diſſenters, was or can ever be a proper means to do 
any good, On the Contrary, I have found by certain Tri- 
al and by many Experiments of ten years time, that Apo- 
ftolical eModeration, and *Peacealle *Perſwaſion with 
thoſe Arguments of peace which theGoſpel moſt abundantly 
affords, is an effetual way to reduce the moſt to Unity. 
And having followed this way more ſtridtly above two years 
in Thiſtleworth Pariſh, I found no ſmall number of Dif 
ſenting and Diſ-ſatisfied Souls won to a hearty and fre- 
quent Communion, even at the Table of Love. 

"But this very thing, that many Fanaticks ( as they 
ſpake) followed me, became as a Crime, and ſome bulre 
Sycophants tirn'd Informers, at Court and Cathedral, 
that I led a Fafion, and made the Church a eMeeting- 
Houſe ; and they carried on this Calumny ſo cloſe and 
clandeſtinely that | could not ſuſpe& it, till I found my 
ſelf ſupplanted, and ſearce then could 1 beat out the buſt- 
aeſs. 
I 1Ler:fore now declare to the Whole Church, that I 
never uſed any unlawful means or per/walron, nor the leaſt 
Nijloyal motive, to make a Congregation, or to gain the 
fuvour of any perſon, much leſs of a party. I Conform'd 
entirely to the Church of England in all things, eſpecially 
in the Dofri-e of the 39 Articles, 1 uſed no means to 
gain applanſe of any, bit Chriſtian eModeration, as be- 
comes a Preacker of the Goſpel, And I dare confer 
above 200 Sermons which Preach'd in I{leworth Church, 
jor as Pradlical and Seaſonable and Loyal Diſcourſes, as 
any 
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any other man has Preachd, or as the times required. 
The only Sermons which are objecd against me are this 
preſent and three more already printed : and | was con- 
ftrain'd to print this of St. Paul's Voyage, for ſome had 
ſpred in City and Country mot falſe and ſcandalous Bre- 
viates, which were not taken from my mouth. as themſelves 
confeſs, but were made in Company afterwards from weak 
e Memories and Unſound Heals, and with what ingredi- 
ent of Prejudice and eM-tire,l leave to(Zod ar others to 
Judge. I therefore deſire to be excus'd, as *l "rinting it 
altogether upon conStraint, ti 4w0id or avert, or at least 
to allay a greater evil of MiFreutation. 

I alſo intreat, that my deſign in Preuchir.g that Sermon 
may be underſiood, which appears from 7h* jinal drift of 
it, which was to move the Pecple to moſt earneſt *Prazer, 
that God would Cnite Our King ard Lis MP ollanent. 
contrary to the marifest endeavonrs of the Papiſts. Hor 
1 alwayes eſteem'd it the moſt dargerous and chief part of 
the *Popiſh *Plot to diſturb the cloſe Union and ſweet A- 
greement of the King and his ' Parliament. without which 
zeitker Our Church, nor our State can Flonriſh or Proſper. 
And without doubt this is One of his eMajeſty's greateſt 
Griefs, as his moſt gracious Declaration does intimate, 
that he was conſtrain'd to make ſo many Diſſolutions and 
ſo ſhort Seſſions. As for the Keaſons or Political Cauſes 
of theſe, 1 alwayes thought them above the Sphere of a pri- 
vate Man. * But, as our Enemies rejoce in theſe things, 
I think we ought all to mourn, and to beg of God with 
publick and private *Prayers and moſt unanimous Suppli- 
cations, that he will pleaſe in duc ſcaſon to unite and 

ſtrengthen the States of the Realm.

( though the aſſertion Ancient and Orthodox ) I judg'd it 
neceſſary to print them to prevent the ſtrange Accounts 
which many gave of them.

Reforntd Divines of Note 5; cjpecially the Ancient Di * 
wines and | ,*iſhops of England, and of King James his 
time. Vet I wonder to ker ſome /Hurnur, as if vow Di- 
tines were oett&”1: forwta tf rie'Fope, and” cannot tink 
Lim a * Bear or the Avi prijft : if 25 y D:tive be ſo per- 
Jwadel, My Sermons ave the more re: «Jar, for kis ſake. 
As jor the matter in wich T handle a! prove theſe afſer- 
tions, which is the Name of Viaroum, md thit firgular 
*Prophecy of Untah, chap. 24.21. I think that ntaiter was 
ever toucked before to the ſame purpoſe, and I think the 
Name of Antichriit, to which that Number belongs, 
was never diſceur'd before, though thouſands of brains 
k.rve been buſte in ſearch of it 5 and I think the diſcovery 
I made, is the Divine truth, and that Wiſdom of God, 
which St. John commends to every man that hath under- 
ſtanding, ev. 13. 18. which ought not 10 be Lept hid. 
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Wherefore I - again commend thoſe Diſcourſes to the 
Whole Church of God, as being of great Conſequence and 
of comfortable ſe, eſpecially in theſe times. And | do 
this again, with the more earxeſt keart, becauſe I have 


found of a Truth, , that the diſcovery is ſound and effetjual 


and triumphs oves all contradiGion and diſpute. N ei- 
ther let any man deſpiſe it for my Perſon, for God did 
wonderfully call me from mine infancy to this profeſſ;on, 
the firit of my Family that was of it : and I /.ave ſpent a- 
bove thirty years in the Study of Languages and Sciences, 
but ckiefly of the holy Scriptures whichT have known from 
a Child, and to which as the chief means I aſcribe (next 
to the Grace of Feſus Chriit) my Faith and K r5owledge 
of Salvation. 

I fine, I defere the Favour and Civility of all ingenu- 
ous men, not to ſuffer the abuſes of idle and empty Talkers, 
much leſs the injuries of buſte, pragmatical Sycophants, to 
leſſen that FuSt Reputation of Godly Sincerity and Lozal- 
ty, which ( as all my Name before me) I purſue and 
hope to poſſeſs by due and proper means, as being with cor- 
dial Aﬀedion and unſhaken ConStancy,

up into the Wind, we let her drive. 


H E Trope is frequent in Scripture, that 
the Church is Typed by a Ship. As by 
Nouh's Ark, Gen. 6. By the Ship in the 
midſt of the Sea, Mat. 8. 23. and 14. 24. 
and Rev, 8. 9. Churches are called Ships. And the 
body of every Church is call'd its Nave. So the Now- 
Church of England ſeems to be aptly repreſented by 
this Ship of St. Paxl in the Text, which being caught 
with a Tempeſtuous Wind, called Exroclydor, could 
not bear up into Wind ; but was driven at the mercy 
of the Maſter of the Winds. This will appear by all 
the Circumſtances related of this Ship in this preſent 
Chapter. Only I muſt firſt premiſe, 
That the Now-Church of England may be taken, 
Firſt, In a Common ſenſe, as it includes all called 
Proteſtants : Or, 
Secondly, In a ſclet. ſenſe, as it includes only true 
Proteſtants. 


Thirdly, In a Malignant ſenſe, as it includes only 
B Papilts 
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Papiſts or Popiſhly affected Ones. Or, 

Fourthly, In a National ſenſe, as it includes all Ex- 
2liSabjedts. We fball uſe it ſometimes in One,ſome- 
timesin another ſenſe, as the Circumſtances require. 

The Circnmſtances are principally five, 1. What 
Perſons aboard £ 2. Whither Bound ? 3. What Built ? 
4. What Courſe? 5. What Wind # 

1. The Perſons Aboard, are of three forts. 1. We 
find *Paxl and Luke and Ariſtarchus, ver. 1, 2. Paul 
was the great Apoſtle and DoQtor of the Nations. 
Luke was the great Evangeliſt and Scribe of the Holy 
Goſpel. Ariftarchus was a Noble Macedoniarr, and a 
Zealous Chriſtian of Theſſalonica, who Travell'd with 
St. Paxl,and St. Lake,to defray their Temporal Charges, 
to guard them from Injuries, and to help them in all 
things for the Goſpels ſake. Thele three Perſons re- 
preſent unto us the Now-Church of Exgland in the 
ſclet ſenſe, Apoſtolical and Evangelical. 

Ariitarchus, interpreted, ſignifies a moſt Excellent 
'Prixce, as is our Moſt Gracious and Soveraign Defen- 
der of the Faith, whom God preſerve, and by him and 
with him, Our *Paxl and our Luke. Ariitarchus may 
alſo repreſent unto us whatſoever Wiſe and Chriſtian 
Stateſman or Patriot, who for his Faithfulneſs to his 
Country, is as a Noble &Hacedonian ; and for his Zeal 
in Religion, and Aid to the Proteſtant Miniſtry, is as 
a Pious Theſſalonian. Allo Theſſalonica was the Metro- 
polis of eMacedonta, and had its Name from its Victo- 
ries : ſo it may repreſent our Great and Victorious 
City of Londoxr, whoſe Victory now {ſhines over and 
out of the Fires of her Enemies. In fine, every Pro- 
teſtant Citizen and Country-man is a Religions eMace- 
donian or Theſſalonian in the ſhip of St. Paul, Guarding 
and 
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and Attending Our *Pazl, Our Lake, Our Ariitarchus , 
Our Church, Our Goſpel, Our Government, 


A ſecond ſort of Perſons we find, ver. 1. and 42. 
Jalins a Centurion, the Commander of the ſhip, with 
his Souldiers of Argnitzs's band : to which we may 
joyn, the Pilot and Maſter of the Ship, with the Sailers 
and Mariners and the whole Ships Crew, ver. 11. and 
309. Theſe repreſent the Church of England in the 
Malignant ſenſe, that is, the Popiſþ Church, or 4(onriſh 
Party among us. For FJlizs was the Miniſter of the 
Roman Emperour, whothen was the Cruel Nero, and, 
together with the other Pagan Emperours, 1s by St. 
Fohn called The Red Dragon, becauſe made Red with 
the Bloud of Chriſtians : Which Fed Dragon gave kis 
"Power and Seat and great Authority to the Beaft, the 
Pope, Rev. 13. 1, 2. Then Fzli#s the Centurion aptly 
repreſents every Popiſh Power, or Civil Romiſh Mini- 
{ter among usz and his Souldiers the *Popiſh Laity, 
Hirelings or Penſfioners, or whatfover Popiſþ inſtru- 
ments or helps. The Pilot and Maſter, and Ships- 
Crew, repreſent more properly the *Popiſh Clergy with 
their Adherents, and all that are *Popiſhly affefted. In 
Relation to the preſent great *Popiſh Plotz Fulizs im- 
ports the Chief Civil-Agent therein z the Pilot and 
Maſter, the Chief-ſpiritual Ones. Only mark, This 
Julius was 0 Czlar, and we pray God avert ſuch a Fudge- 
ment from 1, that ever any Ceſar ſhould be ſuch a 
Tulins, 

There was a third ſort of perſons in the Ship. There 
were with Paul, certain other *Priſoners, ver. 1. Theſe, 
joyn'd with St. *Paxl and his Company, may repreſent 
the Church of England in the Common ſenſe, as it in- 
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cludes all that are called *ProteFants. But if we take 
all theſe ſorts of perſons together, that 1s, all that are 
Aboard the ſhip, they repreſent the Church of Ergland 
in the National ſenſe, that is, the whole Erg/ih Nati- 
on. So much for the firſt Circumſtance, who are 
Aboard ? 

The ſecond Circumſtance is, Whither bound> We 
need not hale them. For we may read afar off, as it 
were 1n their Fore-Caſtle, in the greateſt Characters, 
wer. 1, It was determin'd that we ſhould ſail into Italy. It 
was determin'd that the Whole Nation of us, The 
Now-Church of Ezg/and in the largeſt ſenſe, ſhould go 
to Rome. Julius the Commander of the Ship had re- 
ceiv'd Gommiſlion for this, which he durſt not neglect 
or diſobey 3 for he could not anſwer ſuch a default be- 
fore his Lord, AugnSFus Nero. It was determin'd (the 
Chap. before) by Porcizs FeStnus, by King Agrippa, and 
by * Bernice, that we ſhould all fail into Trah to Rome, 
that we ſhould all be ſhipt together and tranſportea to 
Popery. The French Agrippa, and the Pompous Be- 
renice, were thus kind unto us. And what was Father 
le Cheeſe, Agrippa's Conſellor, but a well fed Porcizs 
Feitus And was not Coleman at leaſt, their moſt hum- 
ble Falizs £ Have we notthe Letters of his Commiſſion 
taken from his own hands and confeft with his own 
Mouth? in which it was fully determin'd, that we 
{hould all fail into Italy. That the whole Nation of us 
ſhould ſerve Argnuitus Nero, or the Bealt in his ſtead. 
That the beaſt ſhould receive his power again over us, 
which alaſs / he has loſtſo long. That we fhould wor- 
{hip him with a new Zeal, and that for his fake we 
ſhould ſect up his Image over us, thatis, a Popi/h power 3 
13 which we necd fear nothing, but two things. An 
Arbitrary 
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Arbitrary Rule to deſtroy our bodies, that is, our 
Lives and Liberties at Pleaſure : and an Antichriſtian 
Religion to deſtroy our Souls of Neceflity. This is 
the ſecond circumſtance, ÞUt was determin'd we ſhould 
ſasl intoltal y. | 

The third Circumſrance is, of What buzlt the Ship,or, 
whence the Skip? We find it ver. 2. Firlt, we entered 
into a ſhip of Adramyttium. The Original Word, is 
Chadermonth, which the Greeks mollifying, pronounce 
Adramuttien, It's compounded of Chader, a Conclave 
or privy Room, and Moth, Death. So that the ſhips 
name was, the Conclave of Death, asif we would call it 
Portmouth, the Port of Death 5 Mouth fignifying 
Death in the Hebrew. Therefore this (hip of St. *Paul 
doth rightly repreſent unto us that (hip of the Plot 
which was built im the Jcſ1its Conclave 3 or, which is 
all One, in the Conclave of ome, to us the Conclave 
of Death. For there we were all ſhipt for death, both 
Bodily and Spiritual, Temporal and Eternal, Our E- 
nemies had made themſclves ſure of us. Their ſhip 
was ſo well built, their plot was fo well laid, that they 
counted us as much their Priſoners, having got us into 
their Chadermonth, as Fulizs accounted Pax! and his 
Fcllows his Prifoncers, when he had put them into this 
thip of Adramyttinm, I dare engage my Life for a Sa- 
crifice, ſays ( leman t' Porcous Feſtus, if we ſucceed not 
&c. And his Word was made true, but not to his 
own Mind. But min4 now, whom had they (hip't in 
this ſhip of Death 2 Not only Pau! and Lzke, Hut alſo 
Ariſterch#s5 our Soverain Lord, the beſt of Princes; and 
with kim, every Noble eMacedonian, every faithful 
Patriot 5 every Cuiriltian Thefſaloniar, every zealous 
Citizen and Pro:cltant, Theffalonica it (elf, they de- 
Voted 
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voted to the Flames. They ſucceeded in that - they 
burnt our faireſt Proteſtant City : but.{he coming victo- 
rious with double Glory out of the midſt of the *Popiſh 
Furnace, ſhe prov'd her ſelf a Theſſalorica indeed. In a 
word,the Whole Nation was put 1nto this (hip,their Cha- 
dermouth,to be tranſported to Rome orDeath or Hcll-yet 
Paul and Luke and Ariſtarchus, that is,only Our cLief and 
beſt Ones, were markt out for preſents to \(cro, for 
ſacrifices to his holy power. And we (hall (ce wonders 
in their Reſcue. For ſee we, 

The fourth Circumſtance, what conr/? the {hip ſteers? 
Not what courſe the Commander had deviſed, or the 
Sailers. For then we had all been undone, and carried 
to Rome before this. For ver. 2. 1hey meant to ſail by 
the Coaſts of Aſia, in which coaſts was Built that Adra- 
myttion, that *Portſmonth, that door of death which 
was prepared for us, there they had chalkt out an infal- 
lible way of deſtruftion for us all. But God regarded 
his ſervants in this Ship : and for his Church and Go- 
ſpels-ſake he ſteer'd his *Paxl, and his Lxke another 
way. He brought them firſt to Sidon, to Agrippa's 
Confederates, and gave *Panl favour even in the eyes 
of Fulizs, and no few friends in Sidor, ver. 3. So 
God raisd us up friends to help us from amid(t our 
Death-plotting Enemies. From Sidon, Julius thought 
to ſail ſtraight to Myra : he miſtook it for a Roman 
word, and chought to work wonders in a moment. But 
the God of Pax! countermanded the Winds, and ſteer'd 
them under Cyprus, and over the Sea of Cilicia and 
Pamphylia, ver. 4, 5, led them a way which they 
thought not of, for the way of the wicked the Lord turn- 
ed upſide down, Pal. 146. 9. at length by his permiſſ1- 


on they came ro Myra in Lycia : where this firſt ſhip, 
having 
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having ſerv'd *Paul more than Julixs, finiſhed irs courſe: 
So has our God made the *Pop:ſb Plotters to ſerve moſt 
wonderfully the Goſpel's turn, even while they ſought 
to deſtroy it. The Parallel of this firſt ſhip ſtems to 
reach as far as the matter of Toleration, procured by 
Our Engliſh Fuliar's: by which they doubted not to 
Hobgoble us all, to ſhip us and tranſport us, as fo 
many ſtock-fiſh, and to fell us to ome at what rate 
they pleasd. But that ſhip, their Chadermonth failing 
them, 

The ſacred Hiſtory tells us, ver. 6. That at Myra in 
Lycia, Fulins found a ſhip of Alexandria, ſaiiing into 
Italy, and put us therein. Myra, from the Greek is in- 
terpreted a place of Viyrrh ; and Lyciz a place of 
Wolves. Myrrl 1s a funeral Odorament, and the 
Wolves of our {.2n! are the Plotters of /rome. Then 
Mjra in Lycia was that jur:eral Contilt of Wolves, that 
is, of the Jcſuits : in which they had bound up together 
as in a funeral Bundle, the ſacred Life of our King, 
with the lives of our *Pauls, of our Luke's, of all our 
Ariſtarchus's, of every noble eMacedonian, of every 
zealous Theſſalonizn among us. This was their Alex- 
andriz, 1 which they thought to conquer all. In this 
ſhip, ſays St. Luke ver. 7. We ſail d ſlowly many dajyes, 
over-agair:ft Cnidus, under Crete, over-againSt Salmone, 
and after much adoe, came to the fair havens, nigh 
whereunto was the City of Laſea. Of theſe places, Ob- 
ſerve, Firſt of Crcte, Tit. 1. 12. KpiTes 66 davrat, &ec, 
The Cretans are always Liars, evil fe ſdle-bellies, 
C:.idus interpreted imports the Art of flandering, Sal- 
mone of flatterring, Laſea of Fraud, ſubtle, and fox- 
like Circumvention. All theſe put together, lying, 


ſlandering, flattering, fraud, ſabtlery, diſſimulation, 
circum- 
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circumvention, repreſent unto us the Myſtery of Jeſu- 
Itiſm, with which (as with the Devil's Compaſs) they 
ſteered their Alexandria, failing ſlowly many dayes, 
till with much ado they came to the fair Havens of 
ſome vain and preſumptuous hopes. 

For in the height of their Alexandrian hope, behold 
what befell them and their Alexandria : Their wicked, 
horrid and plagiary deſign againſt *Paxl and Luke and 
Ariſtarchus, againſt King and Church and State, was 
{trangely diſcover'd and brought into light. And our 
gracious Paul according to his excellent ſpirit advisd 
our Julius and his Company to defiſt and proceed no 
farther. His Reaſons you have ver. 9, 10. Firſt, that 
the time of ſailing was now ſpent, and ſailing was ery 
dangerous. For the Jewiſh Faſt of September was over, 
at which time of year, Our Popiſh Plot was fully diſco- 
verd. Paxl alſo told them, that the event of a farther. 
Voyage would be with much hurt and dammage not only of 
lading and ſhip, but alſo of their lives, This diſcovery 
being made, and that by the help of their own Confe- 
derates, was ſurely ſufficient to make them deſiſt, had 
not more than a deviliſh wickedneſs wholly poſleſt and 
over-rul'd them. But mark the deviliſh Obduracy of 
the Popiſh Clergy. 

For ver. 11, 12. The Pilot and Maſter of the ſhip 
with the Company of Sailers and Seamen, that 1s, the 
'Popiſh Clergy, Cardinals, *Provincials, and other Feſu- 
its and PrieSts ſuffer d not Fulins to hearken to *Panl ; 
but gave him all hopes of the beſt ſucceſs, and that they 
might yet obtain their purpoſe, and find a commodi- 
ous Haven to winter 1n, even Phenice in Crete. In this 
they all joyn'd Votes and Voices, and prevaild with 
Julius that he conſented to them, and would not 
hearken 
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hearken to Paul, and fo their deſign for *Plerice w.: 
concluded. What this Phenice 1n Crete imports, 1: 
not hard to unridle. Crete, as St. Paz! told us, is th: 
famous ſeat of Liars 3 and Phenice,that c\pectally which 
is in Crete, is famous for that credit, which the '/(c- 
mans themſelves call fidew Punicam, Phenicean cred, 
which never fails to fail. Then 'Phemce in Crete, is lye 
in lye, plot in plot, fraud upon fraud, a plot of plots. 
This was the Popiſh pmonats \yym plot. They reſolv'd 
and it was determin'd, that although their Chadermonth 
fail'd,yet their Alexandria ſhould not. The refult of the 
Conſult was to deny, and abjure the diſcover'd plot 
with ſach impudence, that Heaven and Earth could 
not poſſibly believe - and not only ſo, but their Reſo- - 
lution was this, while they denied their own plot with 
a Cretian lye, that at the ſame time they would lay a 
worſe plot at the Proteſtant door with a *Phenician 1ye. 
This was their *Phenice in Creet. And this was a very 
cunning and ſubtle Haven for them to Winter in. 
Therefore ver. 12. This Haven is ſaid to [ye toward the 
South-weſt and North-Weſt : that is, in the form of an 
half Moon, within which their Alexandria might have 
winter'd ſafe and ſecure from all Wind and Weather, 
and could they have got in here, they had fav'd them- 
ſelves, and had carried us all, Our Pax/['s, our Lake's, 
and our Ariſtarchys's, Our Church and State to Rowe. 
But God forbad ſach a thing : yet they went very far 
toward itz they faild very fair for it a while, with a 
fair ſouth-gale. For as you haye ver. 13. The ſouth- 
wind blew ſoftly upon them, and ſuppoſing they had obtain'd 
their purpoſe, looſing from the fair havens, they ſail d cloſe 
by Crete, their beloved land, ſed prevenit jaGtum arn- 


chore Dexs. But 
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It was not long, till ver. I 4. There aroſe againſl them 
a tempeſiuous wind, called Euroclydon. This was the 
breath of Jehovah our God, which blew our Enemies 
from their expected port, from their retuge of Lies, 
from their dear Pherice, and ſaved us from their baſe 
Phenician deſigns : which we confider with aſtoniſh- 
ment to the praiſe of Providence mn the 

Fifth Circumſtance, how they wind £ What 1s that 
E,rolydon £ Many read it Everzxvauy + and fo the La- 
tine renders it Enro-aquilo, The North-Falt wind. 
The Word ſeems to import much of the American Hur- 
ricanein it, which riling in the Eatt, Whirlcs. towards 
the North, and thence to the Welt, and gathering 
force round the Compaſs, comes to its fullelt rniſchiet in 
the South. However this 1s certain,it was Eurctyphomicys, 
was a ſudden Violent, Tempeſtuousand Mighty Wind 
riling from the Eaſt, with which their Alexandria was 
lo caught, that ſhe could not bear up into the Wind, 
but was violently beaten from the defired Phernice. 
Now this dilappointment was wonderful in our eyes. 
For they had brought their (hip in (ight of their Phe- 
ice, they had a fair ſoft ſouth-gale for a time, they 
thought they had obtain'd their purpoſe, they had 
wip d their mouths clean of the Plot, as if it had never 
roach'd their Lips, they denied 1t, they abhorr'd it, 
they curſed it, they abjurd it to very Death, they got 
Viartyrs, not a few, zealous Martyrs for their Lye, 
they had made ridiculous, odious, infamous, ail that 
ſhould muttcr againſt them 3 the Diſcoverers of the 
Plot were made the Plotters 3 Our Pan['s, our I uke's, 
our Ariſtarchzs's, even they were accuſed 3 the 4- 
lexandrian-Crew wasevery day heard loud in Fuzzab's. 
2-712 Was 10 their hearts, mn their eyes, almoſt in 
thcir 
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their hands : they thought ſurely to Vinter there, anc 


the next ſpring to tranſport us all, Their Miidwito 
Sham-plots, their (#74747, Salmon eay. Uajear, Cretan, 
PLlenictan Lves, Tricks, Jugghngs, Conjurms, MUNE 


VOCAations, \icntal Reſervations, Oral Protatioins, For- 
juries, Forgerics, . precious Subornations, MO!t i:5 

bloody Oaths of Sccrefie, but above all their [tupc::- 
dious, unparallell'd, miraculous Martyrdoms, which 
Heaven and Earth and Hell do admire, that fo many 

men ſhould dyc for a lye in envy to the Martyrs of Jc- 
ſus who dyed for the Truth. © Theſe things, 1 ſay. 
made up their hopes lo full and fair, that they doubted 
not to \Winter in Piece, and next ſpring to go where 
they pleasd. But the Lord forbad. There came a 
North-Eaſt Wind from the Lord, and fo beat upon 


their Crete that they utterly lolt all fight and hope of 


Pherice, To be brict, this was the Exroclydon of the 
laſt Parliament, That Typhonical Wind which blew 
upon the Plot from the Tryal of Stafford : with which 
their Alexandria was caught, and could not bear up 
into the Wind any longer. This is the ſum of the 
Text, and when the ſhip was caught and could not bear up 
into the Wind, we let her drive. But yoa will ay, Do 
not the Papilts bear up into the Wind ſtill? I anfiver, 
No - but let us examine what follows the Text, and 
well find, they have given up themſelves to the Mer- 
cy of the Winds a long time; and are in a fad drift, 
driven they know not whither, even whither the Ma- 
{ter ofthe Winds ſhall drive them : and were it not that 
Paul and Luke and Ariitarchws are in the ſbip, they had 
periſht long agoe. Time will not ſuffer me to be par- 
ticular inall points. I muſt be content to obſerve one 
or two things, 


C 2 Firſt, 
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Firſt, That ver. 16. They were by that Srafford-En- 
roclydon ſaddenly driven under the Itland Clarda : for 
being driven from their Crete, from their refuge of lies, 
they found their cauſe to halt fearfully. Stafford not- 
withſtanding his tougheſt ſtiffneſs fell, and wer. 17. 
fearing left they ſhould fall into quick:ſands, they were 
put to all their ſhifts, they took up their boat, uſed 
helps, undergirded their ſhip, took down their ſails, 
and being exccedingly toſt, they lightned the Ship, 
caſting out the very tackling, ver. 15, 19, &c. This 
ſ1gnifics the Popiſh vain hopes and ſhifts jn and ſince the 
laſt Prorogation and Diſſolution : ſince which 

We may ſay, that of ver. 2c. Neither Sun nor Stars 
in many dayes have appear d unto us : and no ſmall tempeſt 
has laid ( and jet lzeth) upon us : and ( had we not 
known our God) all hope that we ſhould be ſaved had been 
taken away. But, God be bleſt, we find, ver. 21. We 
have St. Paulto ſtand up in the midlt of us, to comfort 
and cheer us and to give us Aſſurance of that God 
whom he preaches, that he hath determin'd (contrarv 
to our Encmies) ro ſave us, that an hair of our head 
ſhall not periſh, wer. 22. Now I exhort you to be of good 
cheer, ſays St. Paul, for there ſhall be no loſs of any mans 
I ife among you, but of the Ship. Twothings he tells us, 

x. The ſhip ſhall be loſt, that is, the Now-Church of 
England 1n the Malignant fenſe, The Popifh Church,the 
Aomiſh Bottom, their truſty Alexandria (hall be bro- 
ken in pieces, it ſhall ſail no more in the Ezgliſh Seas. 
You may read, zer. 39. The ſailers diſcovering a certain 
creek with @ ſhore, thought to thrust in the Slip there, and 
to ſave themſelves and the Vellel, and zer. 45. they 
made all ſhifts to do it: but ver. 41. Falling into a place 
wicre tio jeas met, they ran the ſhip aground : and the 


forepart 
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forepart ſtuck faſt and remained unmoveavle, but the hin- 
dcr part was broken with the violence of the waves, So 
now our *Popiſh Sailers may perhaps have ſome hopes 
10 the Oxford Creek and Shore, and may think to 
thrult in their Alexandria there, and to fave the Veſlel 
of their Plot. But I truſt rather the Word of St.Paul, 
The Skip ſhall be loſt. They'll find at Oxford two Seas 
meet, the Houſe of Lords, and the Houſe of Commons ; 
there they ſhall run their Alexardria aground. The 
forepart thall ftick faſt and remain unmoveable : their 
Chicftains ſhall ſtick where Stafford ſtuck. As for the 
hinderpart of the ſhip, the reſt of the *Popiſh rout, that 
ihall be broken in pieces with the violence of the 
Waves. Our Engliſh Seas will ſpue them out, and our 
Loyal! ground will ſwallow themahve. And this 1s the 
loſs of the ſhip ; to this ſhall the *Popiſh Alexandria be 
driven by the Winds of the Lord our God. But of 
our lives who are in the ſhip, *Paxl tells us, there ſhall be 
210 loſs of any mans Life antong you. This 1s underſtood of 
the Now-Church of Ergland in the ſele&t ſenſe, as it 
includcs all true Proteſtants. We muſt confeſs even 
they were, or now are in utmo(t danger - neither could 
they, nor yet can they ſave themſelves. "Paul and 
Luke and Ariſtarchys, they were in the ſhip which was 
loſt, and when it was loſt and they fuffer'd lofs with the 
ſhip : yea, they were in other peculiar danger, no leſs 
unavoidable than ſhipwrack, without God. For, ver. 
42. The Souldiers connſel was to kill the * Priſoners, and 
'Panl in the firſt place. But God turn'd the heart of 
Julins to ſave Paul, and with Paul the reſt. So may 
the Lord turn the hearts of our *Popiſh Fulins's to fave 
our *Panl's, our Luke's, our Ariſtarchus's , Our Goſpel, 
Our Government. Therefore alſo even Fulivs and 
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ts Companions were ſaved with Pau! and his Compa- 
nions. 

The Hiſtory tells us not that Jaulins became a Chriſti- 
an, yet becauſe he befriended P.w/, we have ſome 
hope of him, even ſo we have hope itil] of the *Popiſh 
Fulizs's among us; that not only their Lives but their 
Souls too may be ſaved with us. But to conclude all, 
let us mark, with what dithculty even Pax! and his 
Company were ſaved. 

Ver. 43. Thole that could fivim, caſt themſclves firſt 
1nto the Sea,and got to land. The belt among us may be 
put to ſwim for our lives:and if the ſea,whercin we muſt 
{wim, prove not a Sea of bloud, which God of his infi- 
nite Mercy prevent,and avert by his Almighty power:yet 
certainly the Sea we mult ſwim in, is very tempelſtuous, 
and the billows break xs gs and higher, till God 
ſhall rebuke them and bid them be ſtill. Bur alafs ! 
all cannot ſwim ; ſome muſt be put to harder ſhifts, 
Therefore ver. 44. Thoſe that could not ſwim, got ſoxze 
on boards, ſome on broken pieces of the ſhip, and ſo it came 
to paſs that they eſcaped all ſafe to land, All! All ! None 
loſt; no, not One of two hundred threeſcore and ſixteen 

ſouls, ver.37. But pray mark 

Who theſe all were £ they were they who had Paul 
and Lake and Ariſtarchus with them. That is all who 
keep and obſerve the Apoſtolical and Evangelical 

Faith ; and who maintain the Ariſtarchical, that is, 

the true, beſt, ancient, juſt and lawfully eſtabliſh't 

Government among us, which is by King and Parlia- 

ment. God has joined theſe, no man muſt divide 

them. The Papiſts would take away the Parliament 
from the King, and God knows too many join with 


the. Papiſts in this point, which is the greateſt point the 
| Papilts

Papiſts can wiſh to gain. On the other hand, there be 
Commonwealth-men, who would take away the King 
from the Parliament : thoſe ſhall not be ſaved from the 
ſtorm, for they wantan Ariſtarchns on their (ide. But let 
us with our *Paxl, and with our Lzke, love and preſerve 
our Ariſterchus to the laſt,for our Ariſtarchs both loves 
and lerves Us. This 1s one Emeliſh Glory, a AriSſtarchy,not 
an Ariſtocracy, where many hold the Scepter 3 but an 
Ariſtarchy, where our Sovereign Lord and King is hon- 
oar'd and obeyed of all as molt excellent and ſupreme, 
as the ayointed of the Lord among us. Whom we obey 
forthe Lord's fake according to lus Laws, and the Laws 
of the Nation; and tor whom we pray to the Lord,that 
he will keep him as the man of his right hand,making him 
a Ruler according to his own heart. Let us then cleave 
faithfully to our Parl,toour L::ke,to our Ariſtarchus; and 
there ſhall not an hair fall from the head of any of ys.” Re 
what ye ought tobe, be your ſelves, be true Engli/bmreor 
and faithful Chriſtians : maintain the Emgliſh Law, and 
the Proteſtant Faith ; Give God,the King, and your Bre- 
thren their due - and Ibid you with St. *Parl, Be of good 
cheer, for there ſhall be noloſs of any mans life among you but 
of tte ſhip. The Popilh Alexandre (hall be broken in 
piec's. The forepart ſticks already faſt, the hinder 
part cannot hold long. However, 

We are all in the hands of God ; we are all at the 
Mercy of the Alinighty. The Tempeſt of his wrath is (till 
upon us,cven upon us,Our Sins connnue it. ' I 1s hrs Mercy 
we arenot conſumd. Repeat we, Faſt we, Pray we with 
St.'Paxl, that the Angcl of the Lord may be with us alſo, 


ſtrengthning us, 2+:acding us, guiding us In the midit of 


theſe raging W.a.ers, which are ready to ſivallow us up. 
Let us call upon the Lord Jeſus, as his Diſciples did in 
the like caſe, Mat. 8,25. Awake Lord, ſave ws, we periſh. 


He 
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He ſeems to ſleep and forſakeus, becauſe indeed we have 
forſaken him, and have flept in our fins a long time. 
Riſe we to Repentance,and he will riſc to Salvation ; for 
he's ordained of God to be Our Saviour, to be our Re- 
fuge from the ſtorm, our hiding-place from the Wind, 
our Covert from the Tempeſt, even from this very Tem- 
pelt, from this Exroclzdon, which ſhall deſtroy his Ene- 
mies : but ſhall not touch the hair of the head of any 
man that faithfully truſteth in him.So underſtand we this 
Text, And when the ſhip was caught, and could not bear up 
into the Wind, we let her drive. Now with Tearsof Re- 
pentance, and with Hearts of Faith, caſting our ſelves 
into the Arms of his Gracious Providence, let us with St. 
Paxl bow our knees to the Fatherof our Lord Jcſus Chriſt 
and Pray for our {elves and for the Whole Nation. 


Oo God, who doeſt whatever pleaſeth thee in Heaven 


and in Earth, in the Seas and in all deep places, 

who for our Example and great Conſolation didſt 
Jo wonderfully ſave from the -tempeſtuous Winds and Seas, 
thy Servants Paul and Luke and Ariſtarchus, and a great 
mmltitude with them for thy Mercy's ſake. Look now we be- 
ſeech thee with thy wonted pity upon thy Church which is a- 
mong 5; Open the bowels of thy moſt tender compajſions up- 
on this ſinful and ungrateful Nation. Save #s from the 
Storms of  Popery, from the rage of Antichriſt, from the 
evils of our own ſins, which, if thou ſaveſt us not, ſhall pre- 
wail over us to utter deitrudtion. O Lord, whatever loſs or 
damage of Temporal State we may ſuffer, ſuffer us not to make 
Jhipwrack of our Faith, A hair of our heads ſhall not fall 
without thy leave :;, O ſave our Souls for thy Mercies ſake. 
Save thy Flock ,even for thine infinite Mercies in Jeſus Christ, 
to whom, with thy felf and Holy Spirit, bepraiſe and honour 
for ever and ever more and more without end. Amen.
